Dr^  Blarney,  your  Medical  Officer  for  many  years,  ceased  to  held 
office  on  plst  December,  1948.  The  duty  of  writing  the  report  for  1948 
has  consequently  fallen  to  an  officer  whose  connection  with  the  Borough  did 
not  begin  until  1949. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  good  throughout  the  year.. 

The  birth  rate  at  24  per  thousand  population  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  17.9'. 

The  death  rate  at  12.8  was  somewhat  higher  than  the  rate  for  the 
whole  country  which  was  10.8.  but  it  is  a  w  ell  known  fact  that  Penryn  had  a 
comparatively  large  population  of  people  in  the  upper  age  groups.  This 
accounts  for  the  high  proportion  of  deaths  from  cancer,  1 6  (22.7$  cf  the 
whole),  heart  diseases,  12(27.5$)  and  intercranial  vascular  lesions, 

9  (18.4^),  all  cf  which  are  diesease  chiefly  affecting  older  people.
